_ The term common carrier; 


means that they must"serve all of the people under such 
conditions as will give all.an equal opportunity For the 
use of On facilities which they provide. The instan 
they begin to practice discrimination, they cease to be- 
come common carriers and are transformed into agen- 
cies for the beneficial service o'f a favored few, and for 
the oppression of the majority. It is because the rail- 
roads have forgotten they are common carriers, and 
because they have granted discriminations that the anti- 
railroad agitation has assumed the proportions it now 
has. 
And it is because adherence by them to such a 


policy would result in up-raising in the republic a 
class of favored shippers who might easily control the 
commerce and industries of the nation that Congress 
has interferi'tl. 
' 


Anti-rebate legislation aims at no other object than 


to compel railroad and other transportation lines to deal 
squarely with all of the people, to force them to remain 
common carriers granting equal opportunity to all who 
may have occasion to use their facilities. Had the rail- 
roads themselves not overlooked the essence of their 
charters ^nd adopted the practice of discrimination be- 
tween shippers, there would never have been no necsesity 
for .federal legislation. But now that the evil has been 
discovered, it is the business of those in power, whose 
duty it is to preservs the equality of chances wnich is 
the cornerstone of the republic, to uproot it until it shall 
disappear altogether. This can best bt» done- by acts such i
